Tax Complications 
For The Traveler 


As often is the case 
in tax matters, the 
October I removal of the IO per cent federal 
levy on travel rates between the United States 
and Mexico. Canada, or points in the Caribbean 
has presented a new crop of technicalities to 
harass travel agents and bewilder the public. 
All taxes on travel to those neighboring 
areas are not removed—the destination of a 
trip must be at least 225 miles from the United 
States, 
The purpose of this is to prevent tax 
dodgers from resorting to the ruse of buying a 
ticket to a foreign point close to a domestic 
destination in order to save the tax. 
In 1946 when Congress ended the tax on 
foreign travel generally it excluded journeys 
to this country's neighbors. 
The change now 
is intended to correct this discrimination against 
“ our best friends and customers.' 
Travel 
experts 
have 
spotlighted 
some 
oddities in the revamped law. 
They point out 
that the traveler who takes off by air from 
Chicago for London non-stop doesn t have to pay 
any U. S. tax. 
But the traveler whose plane 
haits at. say. New York, must pay federal trans­ 
portation tax on the fare from Chicago to New 
York 
Also, the traveler who takes an ocean 
trip from New York to Bermuda and then on to 
Miami must pay the tax on the fare between 
New York and the southern city. 
But if his trip is from New York to Panama 
City and then on to New Orleans the tax is not 
imposed. 
This is because both the outgoing 
and incoming legs of the trip are longer than 
the distance between the port of departure and 
the final U. S. destination. 
There are other complications involved in 
traveling between New York and Tokyo, with 
plane stops at Montreal and Seattle, and in air 
travel over Canadian soil between Seattle and 
Juneau. Alaska. 
Tax 
experts 
believe 
the 
changed law will cost Uncle Sam something 
like $20 million a year. 
Travel experts and 
tourists may come to wonder whether the saving 
to the public is worth the complications.

mander of the Allied troops in World W ar ll and 
later chief of staff. 
He may not. In Mrs. Boose, 
velt’s estimation, he the brightest man that ever 
held the presidency; she would he forgiven if she 
thought her late husband was. 
But Eisenhower 
has 
had considerable 
eiperienre 
and 
resopnsi- 
bility with such questions as May Craig raised 
and 
Stevenson 
has 
had 
no 
responsibility 
and 
only a peripheral experience with them. 
To May Craig s question. Mrs. Roosevelt replied: 
” . . . I feel that President Eisenhower gained 
his knowledge of foreign affairs as a general in th* 
European theater. 
He was a general carrying out 
the policies that were made by other people and when 
you are doing that you learn to be skillful in carrying 
out those policies. 
You do learn a great deal but I 
Ho not think it is the same thing as having to think 
out policies for yourself, and my experience is that 
Mr. Stevenson has taken a great Heal of trouble to 
inform himself on the background of Asia and Africa, 
with which this question is closely tied. . .” 


This is a shocking statement because it makes 
no sense. 
One does not have to like President 
Eisenhower. 
Stevenson took what amounted to 
a tourists trip through Asia which is meaning­ 
less particularly if one does not know any Asiatic 
language; 
Eisenhower, 
on 
the 
contrary, was 
stationed in the Philippines alongside our greatest 
authority on Asia, (ieneral Douglas MacArthur, 
for seven years. 
If Eisenhower is so unintelligent as to be able 
only to carry out policies marie for him by other 
people, why did President Roosevelt appoint him 
commander of the troops in Europe in World War 
11° Are we to believe that President Roosevelt 
entrusted the lives of our sons and the destiny of our 
nation to a man who, having by then spent 27 years 
in the service of his country, is incapable of thinking0 
if so, President Franklin D. Roosevelt was guilty of 
perpetrating a shameful hoax on the world and stands 
convicted on the testimony of his widow. 
Mrs. Roosevelt made the point, in this interview', 
that Adlai Stevenson thinks things out but that Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and his associates do not think 
things out 
Then why did not President Roosevelt 
appoint Adlai Stevenso to a high position in his 
administration? These are the positions Stevenson 
held in the Roosevelt administration: special counsel 
AAA, Washington. 1933-34; assistant to secretary of 
the navy, Washington, 1941-44 
chief economic mis­ 
sion 
to 
Italy, 
1943: 
War Department mission to 
Europe. 1944 
They were all on a secondary level. 
But Roosevelt appointed Eisenhower to command of 
our troops over the heads ol a host of more senior 
officers. 
Did Roosevelt appoint a man to such an 
important post who could not think things out? 
Mrs. Roosevelt here is obviously guilty of un­ 
reasoned partisanship. 
Mrs. Roosevelt does not 
really support the candidacy of Stevenson by such 
illogical statements. 
Harry Truman was correct 
when he objected to Stevenson as "a trial and 
error” President which is exactly what, under 
our system, most new presidents must he. 
Under the European ministerial system, a man 
can gel his experience in a lower office before he 
moves up to the summit. 
Here, it is not arranged 
that way. 
Here most of our presidents, when elected 
to their first term, lack close experience with the 
problems they immediately face and they have a hard

the secretary of defense. Charles 
FL Wilson, said to a television 
audience on the “ Meet the Press” 
program on Sunday; 
“ The real thing is not the test­ 
ing of the bombs—ifs the possi­ 
ble use of them that has the 
world frightened.” 
Only one man—the President— 
has the power to order the H- 
bomb to he used, lf Adlai Stev­ 
enson becomes president, will he 
order the superbomb to he used. 
or will he refrain from doing so? 
That’s the basic question which 
the American people now will be 
asking. 
Raises Many Questions 
Would Mr. Stevenson wait be­ 
fore making a decision, and how 
long would he wait0 
Would he 
compel the I . S Air Force to 
wait till enemy planes had bom­ 
barded and destroyed New York 
City or Detroit, and then order 
“ massive retaliation’" Wouldn't 
that he too late to save America 
from dreadful casualties? 
There are intercepting devices 
and guided missiles which are 
being tested and developed in ex­ 
periments whieh could result in 
detonating or rendering harmless 
enemy bombs while on their way 
to the United States.
